A long time ago the gov ernment was try ing to 
regu late prices and wages in the name of inter­ 
state commerce. 
Under the u nconstitu tional NRA 
the gov ernment was conv inced tha t a w aitress in 
a restau rant, was engaged in interstate commerce 
becau se foods she serv ed came in some instances 
from ou t-of-state: F or ex ample, a New York w ait­ 
ress serv ing orange ju ice. 


Most people, howev er, failed to become ex cited 
abou t the interstate commerce argu m ent as long 
as they were on the receiv ing end of the project 
to increase wages. 
They were warned, howev er, 
tha t if the gov ernment established a precedent by 
increasing wages in the nam e of interstate com­ 
merce, then it cou ld redu ce them u nder the same 
philosophy . 
As the say ing is, i t s a poor ru le 
tha t wron’t work both way s. 


Some of the w arning has been ju stified by 
the gov ernm ent's assu m ption of au thority to “sta ­ 
bilize'’ w-ages— m eaning to limit them to recent 
lev els. 
A ctu ally the wage limitation w as u nder­ 
taken as an inflation prev entiv e, bu t the new and 
radical interpretation of interstate commerce is re­ 
tained in m any minds a t Washington. 
If w ages 
can be increased in the nam e of interstate com­ 
merce, then they can be stabilized in the nam e of 
interstate commerce. 


In a word there is a preju dice in some minds 
against interfering w itr interstate commerce. 
If 
a New York w aitress serv ing orange ju ice is par­ 
ticipating in interstate commerce, then a coal miner 
digging u p coal tha t m ight be u sed in a railroad 
engine is engaged in interstate commerce. 
Coal ts 
u sed in thou sands of w ay s in interstate commerce, 
and an ag itator w'ho precipitates, a strike is inter­ 
fering w ith interstate commerce. The shoe fits 
both feet. 


Aside from these su ggestion, labor leaders wrho 
nev er u ttered a squ eak abou t increased wages as 
resu lt of gov ernmental action are now beetling 
their browa ov er their perhaps tem porary inability 
to be on the receiv ing end, bu t it has to come to 
to ov ercome the wage stabilization plan. 
I t ’s nice 
a stop some day and ev entu ally men will get back 
to receiv ing w hat they earn. 


Wanted: a Fo reign Po licy 
If the United States dev elops a foreign po licy 
tha t can be maintained internationally and is ac­ 
ceptable generally to the people a t home, the les­ 
sons of this w ar will not hav e been stu died in v ain. 
F or the tru th is tha t like m ost other cou ntries, the 
United States has no definite fo reign policy . 
As 
a m a tte r of fact, if y ou stop half a dozen ac­ 
qu aintances on the street and ask them to define 
“foreign policy ,”, y ou m ay be in fo r the su rprise 
of y ou r life. 
There is no u niform popu lar concep­ 
tion of i t 


W alter Lippman intim ates tha t althou gh we 
had a section of a foreign policy in the Monroe doc­ 
trine, we depended u pon the British nav y to en­ 
force it. 
In this, Mr. Lippmann is wrong. 
The 
British nav y nev er enforced the Monroe doctrine 
or strengthened it, and it wou ld be interesting to 


know u pon w hat facts 
Mr. Lippm an bases his 
theory . 
Aside from the Monroe doctrine, howev er, w* 
hav e made u p ou r foreign policy as w*e go along— 
as m ost cou ntries do. 
The United S tates protested 
Japan s inv asion of China, bu t sold mu nitions to 
the inv aders. 
Britain maintained the Bu rma rou te 
for a tim e to aid the Chinese against the Japs, to 
whom we u fcre selling w ar material, and then closed 
the Bu rm a road. 
We kept hands off in the Italo- 
Ethiopian w ar and the Spanish civ il war. and ev en 
enacted a neu trality law; then we repealed sections 
of the law. 
We had a cash and ca rry policy , and 
then adopted a lend-lease policy . 
The United States 
senate refu sed to ratify the leagu e of nations treaty 
—bu t now the adm inistration is hatching com m it­ 
ments probably ev en more binding than the leagu e 
prov isions. 
Of cou rse, between the time of W ashington 
and 19 14, we did hav e a sort of negativ e foreign 
policy . 
W ashington asked “W hy qu it ou r own to 
stand u pon foreign g rou nd ?” Jefferson, the New 
Deal's patron saint, w'amed against “entangling 
alliances.” 
These, howev er, w*ere things W ashing­ 
ton and Jefferson felt shou ld net be done. Positiv e 
program s, presented fairly and openly to the peo­ 
ple and accepted generally by them, hav e been 
lacking. 


Something's Hay wire 
The Su preme cou rt of the United States has 
ru led that a citizen's recently -acqu ired citizenship 
can not be set aside merely becau se he was a m em ­ 
ber of the com mu nist party . 
There seems to be a 
tendency in the cou rt's m ajority to believ e tha t 
merely becau se a m an is a commu nist, it does not 
follow tha t he is com m itted to v iolent ov erthrow 
of the United S tates gov ernment. 
Unless a Red is pu rely an academic commu nist, 
m erely interested in the philosophy of commu nism, 
he cou ldn't believ e in any thing else bu t the v iolent 
ov erthrow of the United States gov ernment. Vio­ 
lence is inherent in the com m u nist philosophy . The 
“class stru ggle” is emphasized throu ghou t com­ 
m u nist literatu re. 
R ight in Moline there has been, 
in tim e past, a distribu tion of com m u nist litera­ 
tu re tha t u sed su ch words as “come,” "m arch” and 
“seize.” 
The fellow who comes, m arches and seizes 
wTiat doesn't belong to him is in opposition to the 
gov ernment, and he can su cceed only by resort to 
v iolence against the fu ndam ental law of the fed­ 
eral gov ernm ent and local statu tes. 
Of cou rse there are other considerations. 
Mr. 
Dooley u sed to say the Su preme cou rt followed the 
election retu rns, and one m ight be forgiv en for 
specu lating w hether the present Su preme cou rt is 
not reading the w ar new*s, in which the com m u nists 
of Ru ssia, so-called, are m aking m incem eat of the 
G erm an inv aders. 
Still, on the dou btfu l assu m ption tha t the Su ­ 
preme cou rt is try ing to please, placate or appease 
some one for the benefit of the w ar effort, it can 
be stated tha t there are other people besides com ­ 
m u nists to please, and these are the loy al citizens 
of the United States. 
It is drilled into u s day and night tha t we are 
fighting to preserv e ou r w ay of life— and ou r w ay 
of life decidedly is not the com m u nist way of life. 
As a m a tte r of fact, com mu nism has not been 
the Ru ssian w ay of life for some tim e and no one 
know's it better than Stalin. 


Shoe Rationing 
The last-m inu te ru sh to u se Cou pon 17 before 
it ex pired a t midnight Ju ne 15, raises the qu es­ 
tion how well shoe rationing is working. 
Thou ­ 
sands of persona really did not need the shores 
tha t cou pon represented, bu t w*ere bu y ing them 
as insu rance against getting cau g ht in some fu ­ 
tu re change of policy . 
P erhaps tha t is inev itable in the attem pt to 
distribu te goods equ itably in tim e of shortage. P e r­ 
haps not. 
A t any rate, shoes presently u nneeded 
were bou ght for hoarding, and inflation-produ cing 
spending w as indu lged in, to m ake certain tha t 
the cou pons shou ld not lapse.

Second Longest Air 
Raid by Yankees 
Made in S. Pacific 


Allied H eadqu arters in A u stral­ 
ia. Ju ne 24. — ( A P ) —The J a pa n­ 
ese, long u ndistu rbed on their con­ 
qu ered Islands in the sou thw est 
Pacific while they seized resou rces 
and bu ilt 
fortifications, had 
a 
grim warning before them today 
—38 tons of bombs dropped on 
Macassar, Du tch Celebes, where 
no bombs had fallen since Japan 
won the battle for Jav a. 
American 
fliers 
had to cov er 
a rou nd trip of 2,000 ov er-w ater 
miles 
in 
land-based 
Liberator 
bombers to strike in day light y es­ 
terday a t M acassar bu t they ap­ 
peared in great 
force, 
squ arely 
hitting an enemy cru iser and a 
cargo ship starting dock fires v is­ 
ible for 7 0 miles. 
Only one of the big bombers 
w as lost. The only Japanese fight­ 
er to attem pt interception crashed 
into its W ng . The “ two fell to­ 
gether. 
Seco nd Lo ngest Raid 
A spokesman for Gen. Dou glas 
M acA rthu r said the flight w as the 
second longest made in the w ar 
by land-based bombers, being ex ­ 
ceeded only by a bombing raid on 
W ake Islands from 
Hawaii, 
a 
rou nd trip am ou nting 
to 
2,400 
miles. 
While anti-airrraft batteries on 
the shore and from the cru iser 
and six m erchant ships in the ha r­ 
bor fired constantly , the

bombs, some of them 2.000-pou nd­ 
ers. crashing down on the Ju liana 
and Wilhelmina wharv es.

New Gu inea, bu t were blood­ 
ily repu lsed.
